Over a larKO part of the battle zone 
the retirement is beini,' made volun- 
tarily so as to niainlnin aii unbroken 
front. Trlsoners say the advance of 
the Oeriiians is behind their schedule 

The tenacity of tbe British resist- 
ance the priaonera any, exceeded any- 
thing the Oermana deemed possible. 
They complain of great privations on 
account of lack of aupplleii and ex- 
treme weariness also Is telling heav- 
ily. Owini; to the dense iiiasHe.< of 
supportinK troops, however, the ene- 
my is able to replcnlah hia forward 
line with freJh unite. 

The weather remaina dry, thus fa- 
voring the enemy. 

B|1tlBh airmen laat night made veri- 
table pandemonium of every center of 
concentration of traffic behind the 
German front. Tons of thousands of 
rounds were fired point-blank into 
enemy formations, while airmen ful- 
(llled effectively their role as eyes 
of the artillery. 

Yesterday was the supreme day for* 
the British gunners, aays the corre- 
spondent. Attacking from north of 
Ervlllers to the point of British con- 
tact with the French, the Germans 
were held up nearly everywhere by 
the ceaseless intensity ot the Britiab 
artillery lire. 

Masses of enemy troops, which, 
coming forward in waves, again and 
again attempted to reach their objec- 
tives, met with the same fite aa the 
pid Qnard at Waterloo. In only one 
aeotor, near Sapi^nles, did they suc- 
ceed In bendluK back the Rritish front. 
It was to conform the front with this 
indentation that tlie British fell back 
during the night, atraiifhtening the 
line. 

The iMtttle continuea on the whole 
front south of the Somme River, Field 
Marshal Haig reporta from the war 
zone in France tonight The Germans 
have also launched new attacks 
around Chaulnes. 



WashinKton, March 26— An air of 
expectancy was apparent tonlRht 
amouK American and oilier military 
olliclals here who are following most 
closely the developments of the bat- 
tle in France. They appeared to feel 
that a turning point In the terrimc 
atruggle waa close at hand. Praia re- 
ports from the British front hinted at 
the same feeling there 

For the people of the I'liited States, 
the announcement by the Hritish au- 
thorities that American troops are 
flRhting side by side with French and 
British defenders brings the battle 
closer home. War department offlc- 
iala had no word from General Persh- 
ing on the anbject but were expecting 
at any moment reports showing the 
extent of American participation. 

With the slackening of the German 
peace, there comes indication that the 
allies are ready to strike back some- 
where along thme front. Just where 
this blow will be launched will not be 
known nntll It la atmck, but It may 
be expeetod tlutt Iti impact will be 
tarrlflc. 

It Is known that fke allied war 
council at Versailles created a great 
strategic reserve of men to be used 
in just the continsenry which con- 
fronts the armies which have borne 
the brunt of the flgkttic ainae last 
Yhuraday BMralaf.

E^ch succeeding day reveals the 
plan of the Oermans absolutely to 
crush the allied lines waat ot Cam- 
bral. a terrain which oodd aat be de- 
fended by Vea Bindaabarg a year 
ago. 'W»fA report ehowp tbat this see- 
tor Is vslueless from a military stand- 
point and that the Germans have paid 
a terrible price for their advance to

and not able to do a man's work. 

The boys between 16 and 21 can and 
will supply the shortage of niaii-pov.

"The best way to draft farm labor," 
.Assistant Secretary of .Agriculture
